The mn in thrust of the 
board’s pork promotion 
program will be an effort to 
increase the uso of pork by 
commercial food service 
establishments such as 
hotel and restaurant chains, 
Huston said at the annual 
meeting of tho National 
Meal Assn. 

However, the group's 
beef promotion efforts will 
be aimed ot convincing 
consumers thHt beef is a 
healthful, economical 
source of vital nutrients. 

Huston indicated that the 
consumer image of red meat 
in general, and beef in 
particular. Ims been dam- 
aged by the controversy 
over tho health impact of 
fats and cholesterol con- 
sumption , 

Heforing to government- 
issued nutrition advice, 
Huston said that dietary 
guidelines should be debat- 
ed within the scientific 
community and should not 
onterthe realm of politics. 

Huston said - the board 
intends to continue to target 
much of its beef promotion 
efforts toward doctors and 
dentists, since most Ameri- 
cans turn to these profes- 
sionals for the bulk of their 
nutrition advice. 

Huston said that a 1979 
survey ahawed that most 
doctors could identify meat 
os a good protein source, 
but only 26% knew that 
meat was a good source of 


iron und only 20 l 3« recog- 
nized it ns a good source of 13 
vitamins. 

The pork industry's 
greatest challenge in tho 
1980s will be to increase the 
volume of pork purchased 
by food service institutions , 
Huston said. He said he was 
optimistic that the next 
innovation made by the 
nation's major fast food 
chains would be the market- 
ing of the pork product. 

Pork now accounts for 
only about 11 to 13% of the 
meat consumed away from 
home, Huston said. How- 
ever, the food service 
industry has expressed a 
great deal of bite rest in pork 
and pork products menu 
idea published by the 
board, he said. 

Pork still suffers from its 


image us a high-faL, high- 
culorie food, according to 
Huslou. 


During the 1980s, the 
hoard will alsu continue to 
promote the use of pork in 
school lunch menus, since 
children who eat school

According to Huston, the 
board probably will hnve 
more money with which to 
run its meat promotion 
program during the 1980s 
because of a trend toward 
larger checkoffs by pork 
producers and by several 
state cattle industry groups .

(retail weight) , was off from 
88.8 lbs. in 1978 and the 
lowest since 1967. 

Even pork consump- 
tion, nl 64.6 lbs. per 
capita, was up from 
50.3 lbs. in 1978 and 
the highest since 1971. 

But, consumption of chic- 
ken, at 61.6 lbs. (ready to 
cook weight) was up from 
47.5 lbs. in 1978 and record 
high for the fourth straight 
year.

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Beef grades: Packers join debate 


The beef committee of the 
Western States Meal Pack- 
ers Assn, formulated a 
proposal for a change in the 
national beef grading stan- 
dards recently that would 
allow beef with slight 
marbling into the choice 
grade, reports CNS. 

The proposal, which will 
he presented to the associa- 
tion’s board of directors, 
sets the following criteria 
for grading a beef carcass: 

• Beef in the A and B age 
categories with slightly 
abundant marbling shall 
continue to be graded 
prime; 

• Beef with slight marbl- 
ing in the A category, and 
with marbling increasing on 
a sloping line from slight to 
small in the B category, 
would be considered choice; 
beef with slight marbling 
now falls into the top good 
grade; 

• Beef in the remainder 
of the marbling categories 
in both A and B age 
categories would be graded 
good.

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Good things come 
in vacuum-packages 

A Detroit supermarket chain is test marketing an 
innovative new meat vacuum-sealing process that 
could provide up to two weeks’ shelf life. Chatham 
Complete Food Centers began offering beef in the 
new packages early in February at six of its 44 outlets. 

Significant benefits to both consumers and 
retailers will result from the new process, developed 
by American Can Co., says Don Rishoi, Chatham’s 
director of corporate relations. No timetable has been 
set for the trial, and it is still too early to toll for sure, 
but generally “favorable reactions" have come from . ^ 
customers. Many especially like the visibility of the 
meat, adds Rishoi. ] 

The beef is sealed in a vacuum, similar to the way I 
coffee is packaged. It keeps air out better and longer, 
keeps the juice in the meat and allows the package to 
go from refrigerator to freezer directly. Also, the 
wrapping is designed to be stronger than normal 
plasth film for greater durability. 

Added visability makes the meat "on honest pack- 
age," addes Rishoi. 

The Fresh-Seal process has been In use since 1978 
in four Minnesota stores, but this is considered the 
first real test for the process. All beef, except stew 
and hamburger, Is being sold in Fresh-Seal packs. 

"Beef is the only meat In Fresh-Seal now," notes 
Rishoi, "because that’s where the best technology ' 
is." . . 

Chatham is handing out leaflets to consumers 
describing the new. package and its benefits, and a 
telephone number is being publicized to receive 
comments. About 36 calls have come in, mostly 
favorable. Thus far, beef sales at the six stores have 
held steady. ' . ■ . . ' . :

Keeping an eye on "Mrs. Consumer": 

Food dollar “pinch” of next decade 
to force major industry adjustment 


Several major changes 
will occur during the 1980s 
in the U.S. meat industry os 
lack of real growth in the 
North American economy 
forces businesses to accopt 
slow market growth/ ac- 
cording to Johii L, Morris, 
president of Meat Industry 
Research Services, Ltd. 

According to CNS, Morris 
told a western meeting of 
the Meat Importers Council 
, of America Inc. that slower 
growth in population and 
Income, continued increas- 
ing energy costs and fewer 
subsidies will "pinch" food 
dollars during the next 
decade. 

Inflation, he said will be 
nine to 10% at its lowest in 
the coming years , while 
interestrateswillbe 10% at 
their lowest. This will make 
management of capital a 
prerequisite for success, 
Morris said. 


Retailers and wholesalers 
will keep less and less 
inventory at the store level, 
he said, because of high 
interest rates and the need 
for capital, while the 
supplier will: be forced tp 
have larger supplies on 
hand. 

Retailers will become less 
patient with slow-moving 
items, and new products 
will have a shorter time to 
prove themselves, Morris 
said, as retailers work 
toward speeding movement 
of Items and reducing 
inventory investment. 

Consumer trends are 
changing, he said, and by 
1090 one and two person 
households will make 80% 
of an estimated increase of 
20 million households. This 
will call for smaller pack- 
ages and smaller meat cuts, 
Moiiis said. Consumers are 
Increasing In diversity, with

some wanting convenience 
and others lower prices, and 
it will no longer be 
appropriate to use one store 
and onu item for all 
segments of the market , he 
said. 

Retailers should be care- 
ful not to overgeneralize the 
shopper as “Mrs. Consum- 
er," Morris said, adding 
that consumers ore belter 
educated and less loyal. 

One of the fastest 
growing areas on the retail 
store ia the health food 
section. Morris said. Con- 
sumers are interested in 
diet and health and, unfor- 
tunately, perceive meat as 
less healthy due to publicity 
about cholesterol and nut- 
rites, he said. 

Consequently, there have 
been a massive shift in. 
consumption— caused part- 
ly by cost— from beef 
toward pork, fish and 
poultry, Morris said. Beef 
will never regain the share 
of the market la once had, he 
said. While beef consump- 
tion per capita was 130 lbs. 
in 1976, Morris does not 
expect beef consumption to

Commodity programs 
to escape budget cuts 


USDA commodity sup- 
IJort programs will be left 
basically unchanged in the 
fiscal year 1982 Reagan ad- 
ministration budget propo- 
sals, U.S. Agriculture Sec- 
retary John Block said, 
according to CNS. 

At a press conference, 
Block said that as long as 
the specific commodity 
groups and farmers affected 
by a program supported the 
program and it was not too 
costly to the federal 
government, the programs 
would not be reduced or 
altered. 

Final proposals for the 
commodity programs, along 
with all other budget 
proposals not already an- 
nouced for USDA, will be 
made public March 10. 

Block said all mnjnr 
USDA cuts, such us those 
for food stamps, child 
nutrition, the Farmers 
Home Administration and 
the Rural Electrification 
Administration already had 
been announced. 

Block said that while 
exact figures had not yet 
been determined, he doubt- 
ed the additional budget 
reduction proposals would 
total more than one billion 
dollars. 

Block said USDA was still 
negotiating some budget 
items with the Office of 
Management and Budget 
and he was unable to give an 
accurate estimate of total 
further cuts because "the 
numbers change every- 


day." 

He said he would seek to 
retain the increase in the 
Foreign Agricultural Sor- 
vice budget proposed by 
former President Jimmy 
Carter. 

The Carter proposnl 
called for an $8,736 million 
increase in FAS funding Lo a 
fiscal 1982 total of 70.428 
million. 

Despite his support for 
export promotion, Block 
said it would be difficult Ln 
increase tlio Carter fiscal 
1982 proposal of two billion 
dollars in Commodity Credit 
Corp. risk assurance guar- 
antees for exports. Ho 
added, however, Ihnl an 
increase was under consid- 
eration .

Block gives okay 
to final fuel loans 

The final fuel alcohol loan 
guarantees that were held 
up by U.S. Agriculture Sec- 
retary John Block because 
of charges that they were 
made too hastily have been 
approved for further proces- 
sing, the USDA, said, 
according to CNS. 

This means all 16 gasohol 
plants loan guarantees, 
totaling $341.7 million an- 
nounced by USDA last Octo- 
ber and held for review -by 
Blcok on Jan. 27, have been 
approved for further proces- 
sing. 

Block said in a statement 
that his concern that the ap- 
plications were not checked 
thoroughly before they were 
made haB now been re- 
solved. He added that all 
alcohol fuel plant loan guar- 
antees can now continue as 
usual. 

The eight projects that 
were returned to the states 
for further loan guarantee > 
processing are Southeast 
Energy Group Ltd., St. 
Marys, Ga.; Power Alcohol- 
Idaho, Rexburg, Idaho; 
Ethanol Motor Fuel Associ- 
ates, Waterman, 111.; Agri- 
fuel Corp., Esterville, Iowa; 
Goodwill Agri-Fuels Inc. , 
Oak Grove, La.; Agri-Ener- 
gy Inc., Crookston, Minn.; 
Continental Alcohol Fuels, 
Salem, N.C.; and Tiger Tail 
Distillery, Dyersburg, 
Tenn. 


The first specifics of the 
Reagan administration's 
proposals for the 1981 fnrm 
bill will be ready in early 
March, U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary John Block said, 
according to CNS. 

The final detailed pro- 
posals will be decided upon 
by mid-March, Block told 
the National Governor's 
Assn. Committee on Agri- 
culture at the governor's 
meeting. 

Block also said that he 
generally favored less regu- 
lation of the food industry 
and would like the states to 
play a greater role in 
agricultural policy and 
programs wherever pos- 
sible. 

Asked about restrictions 
placed on U.S. agricultural 
exports by some countries, 
Block said that he would 
work to expand markets for 
U.S. exports and predicted 
that budget outlays for 
export expansion will be 
"relatively favorable" in 
light of overall efforts Lo 
reduce federal spending. 

Block said that he met 
recently with the ambassa- 
dor of the European 
Economic Community and 
expressed his support for 
the continuation of the zero 
import duty on U.S. 
soybean and product ex- 
ports to the EEC. 

Block also said he 
expressed his ' 'concern ' 1 
about wheat exports from 
the EEC moving into third 
nations at subsidized rates 
and EEC restrictions on 
imports of some U.S. meat 
products. 

. The, secretary also, said 
that there was no need to 
create a separate depart- 
ment of trade to promote 
U.S. exports if the USDA 
and the Department of 
Commerce were properly 
doing their jobs of trying to 
boost overseas sales.

Packers join debate 
about beef grading

marbling, why shouldn't 
that beef be inovbd into the 
choice grade, Jay Spivak, 
general manager of Pepper 
Packing Co., said. 

However, Cal Fnollo, 
WSMPA president, sold 
that presently the consumer 
can already purchase lean 
beef at certain chain stores, 
which makes the reason for 
changing the grading stan- 
dards questionable from a 
packer’s standpoint. 

“We presently have a 
marketing system that 
works for all kinds (yield- 
grades) of meat,” Faello 
said. 

The cattle industry wants 
a beef grading change 
because of present unprofit- 
ability , Faello said. If cattle 
feeders would market cattle 
at the right weights, there 
would not be a profit 
problem, he 'Said. 

However, one board 
member said that changing 
the grading standards to 
make it easier for cattle to 
grade choice with lewer 
days-on-feed would give 
cattle feeders an incentive 
to r -ket cuttle at optimum 
wi 

Mai v .rd members 
said that ti.j adoption, of 
yield-grading by the indus- 
try in the 1970s was an effort 
to “bail the cattlemen out” 
that was never auccesful. 
They said, "lowering” the 
quality of choice beef could 
be a similar unsuccessful 
attempt. 

“Why should we change 
the choice grade, which is 


already acceptable to the 
public,” said Paul Black- 
man of Acme Meat Co. 
“Our problem is one of 
economics," he an id. "Let's 
not adjust the product for 
economics." 

In order to make beef

At least one u( 
tins reasons for having a will 
slated below will apply lo 
anyone reading this 
col man. 

Imagine, if you will, the 
consequences of Jock 
Ewing dying without having 
executed a will. In that case, 
Texas law would dictate the 
manner in which the Ewing 
fortune would he distri- 
buted to his heirs. 

For example, Texas law 
may provide that approxi- 
mately one-half of Jock's 
estate would be distributed 
to his wife, and the 
remainder to his children. 
However, Jock Ewing may 
not want his property 
distributed to his heirs in 
this manner. Perhaps Jock 
would like his wife to 
receive his entire estate and 
his children to receive 
nothing. On the other hand, 
Jock may want to divide the 


property in an entirely 
different manner among his 
wife nnd some of his 
children. This example 
illustrates that if one dies 
without n will, he has no say 
ns to how his property is 
distributed to his heirs. 

The foregoing paragraph 
illustrates only one* of the 
reasons for having a will. 
For instance, absent a will, 
the laws of Lhe state in 
which you reside will 
determine whether an adop- 
ted child would inherit any 
property from ynur estate. 
Through a will, a parent can 
guarantee that an adopted 
child will or will not share in 
your estate. 

One of the often-over- 
looked and primary reasons 
for having a will is the 
appointment of a guardian 
for minor children. This is 
extremely important for 
young families. If both 
Barents die leaving minor 


children, u court will have to 
determine who has the 
custody of the children. In 
addition to living costly nud 
time-consuming. Midi u 
court procedure can often 
leave custody nf your 
children to someone whom 
you would not ordinarily 
select. A will can specifical- 
ly provide who will be 
responsible for your child- 
ren if your spouse does not 
survive you. 

The nbnve discussion has 
described purely non-tax 
reasons for having a will. 
While sophisticated estate 
planning techniques are 
beyond the scope of this 
column, a will can be used to 
insure that the federal 
government does not re- 
ceive more than its fair 
share of your estate. 

Generally speaking, 
through the ubg of a 
material deduction provi- 
sion in ynur will, you can 


give the greater of ono-half 
uf your estate or 8250.000 lo 
your .spouse free of uny 
estate taxes. In addition, 
through the use of trusts, 
whether established during 
llfeoratdunth by provisions 
of your will, you can 
minimize (he effect of estate 
taxes. By including appro- 
priate provisions in your 
will, you can give a certain 
amounL to minor children 
without paying estate taxes. 
Finally, your will can 
provide that at your death 
certain amounts will pass to 
charities, tax-free. 

[f you presently do not 
have a will, perhaps this 
column has motivated you 
lo have one prepared. If you 
have a will which was 
prepared before 1976, 
have your will reviewed by 
your attorney to insure the 
will complies with recent 
changes in tax and other 
laws.

Even thou |»h wrh»*nl price's 
declined steadily during 
January, n Kansas Stale 
University agricultural er- 
nnonii.st believes the overall 
whont situation, dry condi- 
tions in llie U.S. and the 
fernicr-ownerl grain reserve 
should keep wheat prices 
from going much lower. 

"A ‘weather market' 
could easily send prices 
back to last November's 
highs," commented Orlen 
Grunewald of tho Kansas 
Coo[ierativo Extension Ser- 
vice. "This means that if the 
U.S. and other major world 
wheat producers have unus- 
ually good weather in the 
coming year, huge supplies 
could result. But more likley 
ia a normal weather year, 


riiLlior tight mid k Iron gl lien 
wheat prices in the year 
abend." 

Tho 2.37 billion iiu. 1980 
wheat cro]), combined with 
n 902 million bu. enrryover 
from 1979 resulted in the 
largest U.S. supply ol 
wheat in history, Grunc- 
waJd pointed out. Neverthe- 
less projected total use of 
U.S. wheat equalled pro- 
duction, so carryover on 
June 1 of this year is expect- 
ed to be about tho same as a 
year earlier. 

The official estimate of 
winter wheat plantings 
shows a record 63.9 million 
acres, up 11% from a year 
ago. In Kansas, planted 
wheat acres are up eight 
percent, but the 1 981 crop is

in 1980, because moisture 
shortages are expected to 
decrease yields. 

Worldwide wheat use is 
expected to be 430 million 
metric tons, leaving ending 
stocks of 76 million tons, the 
lowest level since 1975- 
1970. “Dividing stocks by 
use shows that worldwide 
wheat supplies on May 31 , 
will be only 17% of use, the 
lowest level in 20 years," 
Grunewald said. "This low 
level should support wheat 
prices and make the market 
especially sensitive to crop 
conditions." 

Grunewald said other im- 
portant developments may 
effect the wheat market in 
the coming year. The 
farmer-owned reserve pro- 
gram. as of December 1981 , 
allows wheat growers to 


Meat prices to increase 18% 


Retail meal prices are still 
expected to increuue in 
1981, but not as sharply or 
rapidly as many economists 
predicted n few months ago, 
said Ewen Wilson, director 
of economics and statistics 
for the American Meat 
Institute. 

During its outlook confer- 
ence late lost year, Wilson 
said, the USD A predicted 
average meat prices would 
increase 18% in 1981, with a 
14% increase in beef prices 
and a 28% increase in pork 
prices. He said he expects 
meat prices to increase os 
much as, or slightly more 
than, the consumer price 
index,- which he projected 
would increase 12% in 
1981 . 


Reports CNS, a more 
realistic evaluation of hog 
numbers became evident in 
the last USDA hogs and pigs 
report, which accounts for 
much of the difference in 
meat price projections, 
Wilson told the epening 
session of the Western. 
States Meat Packers Assn, 
convention. 


Affecting beef prices, ha 
suid, was the fact that U.S. 
experienced a severe reduc- 
tion of its cow herd during 
the 1970s. Compared with 
1976, Wilson said, total 
cattle slaughter in 1980 was 
down 20% . Cow slaughter 
in 1980 was down 50% 
compared with 1976, he 
said. 


Although the USDA's 
Jan. 1 cattle inventory 
report showed a three 
percent increase in the total 
cow herd, despite a severe 
drought, it is doubtful this 
rate of rebuilding will 
continue unless cattlemen 
see some price improve- 
ment this year, Wilson said. 

He said he expects total 
beef production for 1981 to 
be 21.7 billion pounds, an 
increase of one percent from 
1980, although down 15% 
from 1976. 

Beef will continue to be 
the dominant red meat, 
Wilson said, and economics 
will allow the cattle feeding 
industry to continue to 
operate much the same as it 


is now.

Indemnity change 
affects purebreds 

Beginning today (March 
2) indemnity payments for 
purebred cattle slaughtered 
because they were infected 
with brucellosis will ho 
based on individual apprai- 
sals rather than the current 
system of a standing 
payment rote, the USDA 
said, according lo CNS. 

The chango uffects only 
purebred cattle and will be 
implemented because 
USDA said current indem- 
nity rates are excessive. The 
department said that since 
June 1980, 30% of available 
indemnity funds have gone 
for purebred cattle, even 
though they represent only 
four percent of the cattle 
destroyed because of bru- 
cellosis. 

Public comments on the 
new indemnity rates will be 
accepted until April 24, at 
which time the new proce- 
dures will be reviewed.

Inconstant market 
holds cloudy future 

THE MOOD ON THE floor of tho Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange was nervous as many traders evened up posi- 
tions. They apparently suspected the details of President 
Keagan’s federal budget cuts, tax breaks and overall 
economic planning could be market moving and did not 
want to gel caught on the wrong side. 

At face value, the cuts would seem to diminish 
consumers’ ability to buy meat— a likely bearish influence 
for livestock and meat futures. An additional problem in the 
already-shakey demand side of the meat price equation 
would likely mean lower cattle, hog, chicken and pork 
prices, in both cash and futures trading.

excessive* regulations and 
get government off our 
becks. 

“Cattlemen always have 
supported the free enter- 
prise system. We oppose 
government subsidies and 
controls. Economic propo- 
sals being made by the 
administration and by many 
legislators of both political 
parties are in line with our 
basic philosophy and our 
belief in the free market 
system." 

Swan acknowledged that 
there are some USDA and 
other programs which help 
cattlemen as well as other 
farm producers. 

“However." he added, 

' 'cuts must be made In the 
budgets, and we are willing 
to take our share of the 
lumps. If this effort is to 
succeed, everyone must 
bear his share of the 
burden. We are urging 
. members of Congress and 
the administration to hand 
tough on economic issues 
nd not cave in to pressures * 
from various special inter- 
est groups." 

The NCA president cited 
some of the NCA recom- 
mendations which have 
previously been made to the 


White H mine — recommen- 
dations aimed at improving 
cattle industry productivity 
and profitability, and bene- 
fitting the public through 
improved consumer pur- 
chasing power and im- 
proved beof production 
efficiency. 

Positive actions recom- 
mended by NCA include 
basic reductions in govern- 
ment spending and tax 
rates; estate tax and other 
tax changes which will 
increase tho incentive to 
invent and to produce; a 
reduction in all types of 
excessive and unrealistic 
government regulations ; an 
increase in access lo 
overseas market for beef, 
thereby expanding exports 
of a higher value product 
and improving the U.S. 
balance of trade; and 
maintenance of agricultural 
research as a priority in 
USDA, thereby helping to 
assure an adequate supply 
of economically produced 
food.
